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HEN Samuel went to the house of 
Jesse, the father of David, to select 
from among his sons one who was 


to become king, he looked on Eliab, a son of 
Jesse, and said to himself, “This, surely, is the 
Lord’s anointed.” Evidently Eliab, in de- 
meanor and physical bearing, seemed to 
possess every attribute the prophet consid- 
ered essential in the personality of one who 
was to be selected to lead God’s people. 

“But the Lord said unto Samuel, Look 
not on his countenance, or on the height of 
his stature; because I have refused him: for 
the Lord seeth not as man seeth; for man 
looketh on the outward appearance, but the 
Lord looketh on the heart.” (I Samuel 16: 7.) 

How often it has been said when dealing 
with another, particularly so when issues of 
grave importance are involved, “If I only 
could know what he is thinking.” If it were 
possible to possess such knowledge, what a 
difference it would make! The ability to read 
the thoughts of others would place tre- 
mendous power in the hands of the one hav- 
ing such a talent. Because men do not have 
such a gift and are not in possession of this 
type of understanding, the element of uncer- 
tainty is always present when two are con- 
versing together. But God is not circumscribed 
by any such limitations, for He knows the 
innermost thoughts and the intents of the 
hearts of men. 

Knowing all this, Solomon could say, 
“The king’s heart is in the hand of the Lord, 
as the rivers of water: he turneth it whitherso- 
ever he will” (Prov. 21: 1). This great king 
provides us with a graphic illustration of an 
overruling Providence, guiding, directing and 
compelling men to move in the direction He 
wills they should go, yet without interfering 
with the exercise of their free will. The waters 
of the river flow downward toward the ocean, 
relentlessly pursuing their course. This may 
be likened to the exercise on the part of man 
of his free will; that is, the inevitable course 
he wishes to pursue. However, rocks and 


of the water, causing turbulence and com- 
pelling the stream to turn and twist even as it 
moves toward its ultimate goal—the sea. At 
times it may be dammed up and held back, 
but even this places only temporary hind- 
rances in the way, resulting in falls or rapids. 
In no wise does it prevent the onward and 
downward flow of its waters, although the 
character and form given to the flow of the 
river may be changed by the obstructions 
along the way. 

God, who knows the thoughts and intents 
of the heart of man, is able to turn the course 
of his life into channels of His choosing with- 
out interfering in any degree with man’s free 
will. While a man exercises the right to decide 
the issues of his life, God may drop a rock of 
trouble here or allow a boulder of difficulty 
to stand in the way there, changing the course 
of experience when tribulation and _ trials 
hinder an otherwise uninterrupted flow in 
human objectives and desires. Nevertheless, 
men still exercise the right of choice, for they 
can turn to the right or to the left of obstruc- 
tions placed in the way—or they may sur- 
mount them. In the choice they make they 
demonstrate their attitude toward the Lord 
through the acceptance or rejection of His 
purposes concerning them. 

The life of Jeremiah furnishes a perfect 
example of how God turneth the heart of man 
as the rivers of water are turned aside. God 
had called Jeremiah to be a prophet and, as 
he hesitated to accept the call, God dropped 
a boulder in the way, informing him that he 
was not to be afraid or draw back from the 
mission assigned, that is, to warn His people, 
“lest I confound thee before them.” This 
obstruction wrought a definite change in the 
course of the life of the prophet as he went 
forward with the task God had given him. 
Thus it is in the lives of those whom the Lord 
has selected for purposes of His own. They 
invariably discover obstacles dropped along 
the way which change their course of action 
even while life itself flows on toward the 
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boulders often interfere with the smooth flow eternal sea.

Violence in “Poland UHvuncry peopte clamoring 

for food and relief from op- 
pression touched off riots in Poznan, Poland. True to 
form the Communists resorted to terrorism to suppress 
the uprising. Instead of supplying the needed relief, the 
present leaders of Russia followed the pattern of the 
former Stalin tactics. The Kremlin’s recent action in 
Poland completely belies the recent suave behaviour of 
Bulganin and Khrushchev. In the ruthlessness with 
which the Communists have suppressed this uprising 
we have a clear example of how foreign the principles 
of justice and equity are to these murderous despots. 

What further demonstration do Western leaders need 
to show the insincerity of the cruel Kremlin taskmasters? 
Poland has torn the mask away revealing the true char- 
acter of the present leadership in Russia which has been 
masquerading behind soft-spoken words and smiling 
faces. 

It is perhaps expecting too much to assume that the 
Western powers will now awaken to the full signifi- 
cance of this Communist exposure of their ruthless 
methods and refuse to compromise further with the 
Kremlin. While Khrushchev likes to give the impression 
that he is a milder man than Stalin was, it cannot be 
forgotten that he, along with Malenkov and Beria, were 
the men Stalin used to commit his crimes. Bulganin was 
Stalin’s spy and, as a Commissar in the Red Army, was 
responsible for the liquidation of Marshal Tukhachevsky 
and other important generals.

Nicklin, the chronological significance of the facts set 
forth in “As the Hour Approaches,” Destiny for August 
1956 (p. 172), was discussed. Mr. Nicklin writes: 


“It is amazing how good men who know their Bible can 
fail to perceive that we are now at the end of the age. . . .

“Your discovery of the significance of March 2, 1957 
appears remarkably confirmed; that this, the 1290th day 
from the Soviet H-bomb announcement, August 20, 1953, 
should coincide with 15 times 666 days from the Wall 
Street Crash. Also significant economic happenings in the 
years 1546 and 1597 appear to point to something of great 
importance. From Revelation 18 and 19 it would seem that 
the war between the forces of Christ and anti-Christ follows 
the fall of Babylon. It may well be the latter event is now 
near. The ‘day’ and ‘hour,’ I agree, may be represented by 
different scales. . . . 

“It is confirmatory that 1597 should have been the year 
when an attempt was made to curb monopolies. This is 
referred to in Hume & Smollet’s History of England (and 
the year 1597 is mentioned) when Elizabeth was petitioned 
by the House of Commons against monopolies. As regards 
1546, I read in Volume II, page 248, of the above: 

“In 1546 a law was made for fixing the interest of money 
at 10%; the first legal interest known in England. Formerly 
all loans of that nature were regarded as usurious. The pre- 
amble of this law treats the interest of money as illegal and 
criminal; and the prejudices still remained so strong that the 
law permitting interest was repealed in the following reign. 

““This reign, as well as many subsequent reigns, abounds 
with monopolizing laws, confining particular manufactures 
to particular towns, or excluding the open country in 
general.” 

“October 15 also is undoubtedly a most marked date that 
will bear close watching. I agree that your computation that 
15 x (15 x 666) days from the fall of 1546 gives the spring 
of 1957. There is one other date in 1957 (or perhaps I 
should say ‘week’) worth noting:

Key to Prosperity IN A CRITICAL time in the his- 

tory of God’s people, when the 
enemy appeared before the walls of Jerusalem and 
Jehoshaphat the King was greatly disturbed, a 
messenger of the Lord admonished the King and the 
people: 


“Believe in the Lord your God, so shall ye be established; 
believe _ prophets, so shall ye prosper.” (II Chronicles 
20: 20. 


Had the Christian world, and particularly the Anglo- 
Saxon nations, given heed to this warning, they would 
not now be trying to deal with the leaders in the Krem- 
lin. They would have known them to be men of violence 
and murderers from the very inception of their coming 
to power. This information they would have obtained 
from the messages of the prophets in the Bible and 
there would have been no fraternization with these 
criminals at Geneva, nor subsequent endeavors to ap- 
pease them. 


In the U. S. News and World Report for July 13, 
1956, under the caption of “Pattern of Murder,” the 
following was stated: 


“It is coming to be accepted by best-informed officials in 
Western nations that fear now is ruling the leaders of Com- 
munist nations in Europe and Asia. Stalin, these officials are 
convinced, was murdered by the men who now rule Soviet 
Russia. These men killed Stalin, fearing their own death. 
Beria’s slaying came next; the murderers feared his secret 
police. Murder, in fact, was an art, practiced on a lavish 
scale by almost all of today’s Kremlin rulers.” 


What justification has Western leadership, in the 
light of such knowledge, in continuing to deal with such 
men and invest them with any semblance of respect- 
ability through diplomatic intercourse with them? 

A little over three years ago, in an editorial titled 
“Was Stalin Murdered?”, Destiny for May 1953 (pp. 
149-150), some pertinent questions were raised and 
facts presented indicating that Stalin met a violent 
death. Prophecy was cited to substantiate such a deduc- 
tion, pointing to the fact that Communism is one of the 
heads of the three-headed eagle of Esdras and that, 
since Stalin personified the oppressive, evil system 
itself, his death was accomplished through violence as 
the prophet indicated. 

Had the Western leaders accepted the testimony of 
this prophet, they would have been spared much of the 
trouble that has resulted from endeavoring to appease 
the new bosses who have risen to power in Russia. Had 
they believed the prophets of the Lord and their word, 
they would have refused to deal with these murderers. 

Because the Lord cannot give support to our national 
undertakings due to our disbelief, our government is no 
longer established in a strong position in its dealings 
with other nations. Our endeavors to contain Commu- 
nism are not prospering and we are helpless to stop 
their aggression, a fact clearly apparent to all who are 
closely following national and international develop- 
ments. 
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Unrest in THE INTER-PARTY feud over 

. Stalin is causing violent upris- 
Communist Lands ings in many parts of the Com- 
munist empire. Revolt is now brewing in Czechoslovakia 
against top Czech officials. The reports from that coun- 
try indicate that leading Communists demand a clean 
sweep of all Stalinists who are now in power, which 
would mean firing the present Cabinet. 

The West is looking on hopefully, anticipating that, 
as a result of this upheaval affecting Soviet Russia and 
her satellites; Communist opposition to the West will 
be toned down. However, regardless of the effect this 
internal strife may have upon World Communism itself, 
we do not feel that the threat of war will be lessened. 

History reveals that difficulties within a country gov- 
erned by a dictatorship are far more apt to contribute 
to aggression rather than to bring peace. When internal 
conditions become critical, war is used as a method of 
escape for those in power, enabling them to tighten 
their control over the masses. The present unrest 
throughout the Communist world could trigger a move 
that would make World War III inevitable. The present 
situation is charged with high potentialities, particularly 
so since the Lord, through Ezekiel, clearly indicates 
that He will compel the Soviets to march southward in 
a military move before they themselves are ready to 
make such a drive. Is the Spirit of the Lord even now 
stirring up opposition throughout Soviet Russia and her 
satellites for this very purpose? 





The Fly in the Ointment. History neveats that 
an abnormal wave of 


prosperity often precedes economic disaster. It would 
seem that the very forces which become intensified 
until they bring about major economic troubles at the 
same time touch off a wave of buying and selling on 
the part of the public prior to a crisis. This invariably 
leads to the assumption that all is well and that the 
economy is healthy. 

In an editorial last March in the Chicago Tribune the 
statement was made: 


“That Fort Knox gold isn’t all ours.” 


It was then shown that in 1953 our own (U. S.) gold 
had been reduced below the legal reserve set by law 
for the protection of our own banking and currency 
systems. The gold at Fort Knox is subject to certain 
claims for withdrawal by foreign nations, and these 
claims have reached a size where the remainder is be- 
low legal requirements. In the four years from the end 
of 1951 to the end of 1955, the free world’s supply of 
gold increased by nearly two billion dollars, but in the 
same period American gold reserves diminished by 
nearly a billion dollars and foreign claims against the 
gold we hold increased by four billion. 

It is well to note the date, 1953, when the change 
took place reducing our gold reserve below the legal 
requirements, thus again emphasizing the significance 
of the year the Great Pyramid marked as being so 
important, for August 20, 1953 was the date of the 
south wall of the King’s Chamber. The accumulated 
evidence of the last few years tends to emphasize the 
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chronological significance of the year 1953, a fact which 
may become fully realized in the march of events in the 
months just ahead. 





‘Drawin 2 ‘Blood THE FRATERNIZATION between 

Judaism and Christianity that 
has been publicized in such glowing superlatives in re- 
cent years is discovered to be only skin-deep when the 
surface is scratched and blood is drawn. In reality there 
cannot be a genuine brotherly relationship between 
these two religious beliefs. True Judaism and militant 
Christianity cannot be harmonized. Judaism, by its re- 
jection of Jesus Christ, is basically antagonistic to Chris- 
tianity and Christianity must be in opposition to Juda- 
ism if it proclaims Jesus Christ as the Messiah whom 
Judaists reject. The very nature of the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ compels one who is a real Christian to seek to 
turn a believer in Judaism away from his creed by pre- 
senting Jesus Christ as the Messiah and Saviour of the 
world. Anyone claiming to be a Christian and refusing 
to concede that he has a message to proclaim to Jews 
and gentiles alike—that only through Jesus Christ is 
there salvation—is failing to carry out the requirements 
of the commission given him by our Lord (Matt. 28: 
19-20). 

Recently an incident in Portland, Oregon, demon- 
strated how superficial the so-called “brotherhood” be- 
tween Judaism and Christianity really is. This was ex- 
posed by the reaction of a Rabbi to a front-page article 
in The Portland Sunday Oregonian on Palm Sunday. 
The article asked the question: “Did Christ get a fair 
trialP” Mr. Lloyd Heth, a Chicago attorney, replied in 
the negative. He pointed out at least twelve violations 
of the Jewish law in the conviction of Jesus. The follow- 
ing Friday Rabbi Julius J. Nodel, in a sermon at Tem- 
ple Beth Israel, made an angry reply. The result was 
that the age-old religious controversy flared anew. The 
so-called spirit of brotherhood suddenly collapsed un- 
der the impact of an issue that of necessity must keep 
Judaism and Christianity apart: the question of Jesus 
Christ and those responsible for His crucifixion. 

As a part of his remarks, quoted in Newsweek for 
April 16, 1956, Rabbi Nodel corroborated the truth of 
the very Scriptures whose veracity he seeks to repudi- 
ate. He said: 


“All I plead is that we not be charged year after year 
with a crime in which the participation of the whole of my 
people is questionable but for which the whole has suf- 
fered.” 


Why has the whole of his people suffered for the 
crime of the crucifixion of Jesus Christ? This admission 
by the Rabbi undeniably supports the accuracy of the 
statement recorded in the New Testament concerning 
one of the happenings at the time Jesus was condemned 
to death. The Roman Governor Pilate could find no 
justification for the cry of the people, “Let him be cru- 
cified,” and would have preferred to halt the evil pro- 
ceedings. But he could not do so: 


“When Pilate saw that he could prevail nothing, but that 
rather a tumult was made, he took water, and washed his

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A Lost Highway

OURISTS SELDOM have trouble 
finding their destination when 
they stay on _ well-marked 

highways. But if they wander off on 
byroads they may lose the main road 
and all sense of direction as to how 
to reach it. When this happens they 
either wander aimlessly or seek in- 
formation from someone who knows 
the way. 

The Prophet Isaiah writes glow- 
ingly of a destination to be reached 
by the Lord’s covenant people in the 
Day of Christ and His Kingdom. 
Concerning this journey, the prophet 
writes in chapter 35: 


“The wilderness and the solitary 
place shall be glad for them; and the 
desert shall rejoice, and blossom as the 
rose. It shall blossom abundantly, and 
rejoice even with joy and singing: the 
glory of Lebanon shall be given unto 
it, the excellency of Carmel and Sharon, 
they shall see the glory of the Lord, 
and the excellency of our God... . 
And an highway shall be there, and a 
way, and it shall be called The way of 
holiness; the unclean shall not pass 
over it; . . . the wayfaring men, 
though fools, shall not err therein.” 
(Isa. 35: 1-2, 8.) 

How wonderful it is to know that 
there is a clearly-marked highway 
to such a glorious destination! It 
even has a name. It is called The 
Way of Holiness. To encourage pil- 
grims to stay on this holy highway, 
Isaiah points to the Divine protec- 
tion and miraculous blessings to be 
enjoyed during the long journey. We 
read in verses 3-6: 


“Strengthen ye the weak hands, and 
confirm the feeble knees. Say to them 
that are of a fearful heart, Be strong, 
fear not: behold, your God will come 
with vengeance, even God with a 
recompence; he will come and save 
you. Then the eyes of the blind shall 
be opened, and the ears of the deaf 
shall be unstopped. Then shall the 
lame man leap as an hart, and the 
tongue of the dumb sing: for in the 
wilderness shall waters break out, and 
streams in the desert.” 
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Turning to Isaiah’s fortieth chap- 
ter, we read more about The High- 
way of Holiness: 


“Comfort ye, comfort ye my people, 
saith your God. . . . The voice of him 
that crieth in the wilderness, Prepare 
ye the way of the Lord, make straight 
in the desert a highway for our God. 
Every valley shall be exalted, and every 
mountain and hill shall be made low: 
and the crooked shall be made straight, 
and the rough places plain: and the 
glory of the Lord shall be revealed, 
and all flesh shall see it together: for 
the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.” 
(Isa. 40: 1, 3-5.) 

Seven hundred years later, Mat- 
thew recorded the fulfillment of 
Isaiah's prophecy in the third chap- 
ter of his Gospel as follows: 


“In those days came John the Bap- 
tist, preaching in the wilderness of 
Judea, and saying, Repent ye: for the 
kingdom of heaven is at hand. For 
this is he that was spoken of by the 
prophet Esaias [Isaiah], saying, The 
voice of one crying in the wilderness, 
Prepare ye the way of the Lord, make 
his paths straight.” (Matt. 3: 1-3.) 


Immediately John pointed to 
Jesus as the Lord God for whom he 
must prepare the way. But later 
John needed reassurance, especially 
after he had been put in prison. He 
sent two of his disciples to ask this 
question of Jesus, “Art thou he that 
should come, or do we look for 
another?” Jesus replied: 

“Go and shew John again those 
things which ye do hear and see: the 
blind receive their sight, and the lame 
walk, the lepers are cleansed, and the 
deaf hear, the dead are raised up, and 
the poor have the gospel preached to 
them.” (Matt. 11: 2-5.) 

John doubted no longer after 
hearing the message; for Jesus had 
answered his question in the very 
words of Isaiah, who had prophesied 
also the unique mission which John 
himself was fulfilling. Furthermore, 
Matthew states in the same chapter 
that Jesus paid a tribute to John the 


Baptist, and identified him as the 
“voice” of Isaiah 40: 3, and the 
“messenger of Malachi 3: 1, by say- 
ing to the multitudes: 

“But what went ye out for to see? A 
prophet? Yea, I say unto you, and more 
than a prophet. For this is he, of whom 
it is written, Behold, I send my 
messenger before thy face, which shall 
prepare thy way before thee.” (Matt. 
11: 9-10.) 

The Highway of Holiness was 
completed and made available to 
all by the mighty works, the sacri- 
ficial death, and the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ. In fact, Jesus not only 
provided a highway to God, He is 
the Way—and He alone. When 
Thomas inquired, “Lord, we know 
not whither thou goest; and how 
can we know the way?”, Jesus an- 
swered, “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me” (John 
14: 5-6). 

The Way of Holiness is not a 
“broad way” leading off in all direc- 
tions to destruction; instead, it is a 
“strait” or restricted way which 
leads to life. Jesus said that many 
go the broad way, but only a few, 
comparatively speaking, find the 
narrow way that leads to God. This 
statement is not meant to imply 
that the holy way is obscure or hard 
to find, but rather that men do not 
seek it. They do not want to find it. 

At the present time, in the United 
States especially, there is much re- 
ligious activity, much vain show of 
religion in various forms and observ- 
ances; yet we are facing graver dan- 
gers than ever before in our history, 
with conditions becoming more 
alarming month by month. What is 
wrong? Something has deflected us 
from our true course. It is now ob- 
vious that we are not on the Way of 
Holiness. We have lost the main 
highway to our predetermined des- 
tination. 

The highway, which is called 
“The way of holiness” in the Author- 
ized Version of Isaiah 35: 8, is 
named “The Sacred Way” in Mof- 
fatt’s translation. In the Smith and 
Goodspeed translation the verse 


reads: 
“And a highway shall be there and 


a road, 

Which shall be called the Holy 
Way; 

No unclean one shall pass over it- 
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But it shall be for his people as 
they go along the way— 
And no fools shall wander there.” 

A still more significant reading of 
the passage is found in an American 
edition of the Septuagint Bible, pro- 
duced in 1954 by The Falcon’s Wing 
Press.* This translation of the oldest 
version of the Old Testament was 
made by Charles Thomson, Secre- 
tary of the Continental Congress of 
the United States of America, 1774- 
1789. He gives Isaiah 35: 8 this most 
interesting reading: 

“There will be there a pure highway, 
which shall be called The Holy Way. 
And the unclean shall not come there; 
nor shall there be there an unclean 
way. But as for the dispersed, they 
shall travel it, and shall not be led 
astray.” 


This remarkable rendition con- 
tains a key to the interpretation of 
the statement for these “latter days” 
in which we live. The Holy Way is 
for “the dispersed”—they shall travel 
it. Now, in this twentieth century of 
the Christian Era, it is a lost high- 
way because we, as Christians, the 
professed followers of Christ, do not 
know that we are also “the dis- 
persed’"—The Holy People of both 
the Old and the New Biblical 
Covenants. There is no valid excuse 
for our ignorance. Had we not been 
the dispersed Israel of the Old 
Testament, we would not now be 
“the Christians” of the New Testa- 
ment. Jeremiah established that fact 
when he declared that the new 
covenant would be made with 
Israel, the same people who had re- 
ceived the old covenant. For the 
benefit of some who may not be 
familiar with this important declara- 
tion, we quote Jeremiah 31: 31-34: 


“Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lord, that I will make a new covenant 
with the house of Israel, and with the 
house of Judah:. . . But this shall be 
the covenant that I will make with the 
house of Israel; After those days, saith 
the Lord, I will put my law in their in- 
ward parts, and write it in their hearts; 
and will be their God, and they shall 
be my people. And they shall teach no 
more every man his neighbor, and 
every man his brother, saying, Know 
the Lord: for they shall all know me, 
from the least of them unto the great- 
est of them, saith the Lord: for I will

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forgive their iniquity, and I will re- 
member their sin no more.” 

According to the next three verses 
of the same chapter, this shall be 
the status of the Israel nations as 
long as the sun, moon and stars 
continue in their courses. 

But “blindness in part is hap- 
pened to Israel,” as Paul wrote in 
Romans 11: 25, and that blindness 
remains to mislead even our own 
generation. At present we are off 
the main highway. We are being led 
astray for the time being, mainly 
because we do not know who we 
are. God is penalizing us for per- 
sistent blindness, stubbornness and 
stupidity. Unprecedented dangers 
will continue to threaten our exist- 
ence until we wake up to the facts 
of our Israel origin, our mission, and 
our Divine destiny. 

No word of the past or present is 
so baffling to Christians today as the 
word Israel. It has become a source 
of confusion and embarrassment to 
adherents of the Christian faith 
generally. An outstanding example 
of this plight is to be found in the 
July 1956 issue of American Mer- 
cury. “Do You Know?”, a special 
feature of this excellent magazine, 
contains the following paragraph: 


“The word ‘Israel’ came into exist- 
ance by combining the word ‘Isra,’ 
meaning ‘in the service of or ‘to serve,’ 
and the word ‘El’ meaning God. In 
the Bible the word ‘believer’ should be 
employed wherever the word ‘Israelite’ 
appears. Also, the word ‘believers’ 
should be employed wherever the word 
‘Israel’ appears in a collective sense. 
That will help you to understand the 
Scriptures.” 


We acknowledge that the fore- 
going paragraph is an honest, if 
feeble, attempt to explain that per- 
plexing word “Israel”; though we 
doubt its potency to help anyone 
understand the Scriptures. To begin 
with, the writer's definition of “Is- 
rael” is inadequate. The connotation 
of the word “Isra” involves far more 
than merely “serving” God. It is re- 
corded in Genesis 32: 28 that the 
Man who wrestled with Jacob at 
Peniel said to him: 

“Thy name shall be called no more 
Jacob, but Israel: for as a prince hast 
thou power with God and with men, 
and hast prevailed.” 

Thus the name “Israel” designated 
Jacob as a prince to rule with God. 


It was given to Jacob officially after 
his complete surrender to God at 
Bethel (Gen. 35), in connection 
with a great covenant which was to 
have far-reaching racial, national 
and historical signification. It was 
there also that God said to Jacob 
“. «+a nation and a company of 
nations shall be of thee, and kings 
shall come out of thy loins.” The 
Davidic kings, from whom came 
Mary, the mother of Jesus, were 
descended from Jacob-Israel. Isaiah 
9: 6-7 and Luke 1: 31-33 reveal the 
permanent relationship between the 
house of Jacob, the throne of David, 
and Christ in His never-ending 
Kingdom. 

“In the Bible,” says the Mercury 
author, “the word ‘believer’ should 
be employed wherever the word 
‘Israelite’ appears.” This statement 
presumes that all believers are Is- 
raelites, and that all Israelites are 
believers—neither of which is a fact, 
as the writer himself would prob- 
ably agree on second thought. Paul 
was an Israelite as he stood and 
watched Stephen die for his faith, 
but he was not a believer until he 
was stricken on the Damascus road 
and committed his life to Christ. On 
the other hand, a Roman centurion, 
who was not an Israelite, believed 
so completely that Jesus marveled 
and said of him, “I have not found 
so great faith, no, not in Israel.” The 
incident led Jesus to add: 


“I say unto you, That many shall 
come from the east and west, and shall 
sit down with Abraham, and Isaac, 
and Jacob, in the kingdom of heaven. 
But the [unbelieving] children of the 
kingdom shall be cast out into outer 
darkness.” (Matt. 8: 11-12.) 


Israelites and non-Israelites alike 
become believers through the “new 
birth” by faith in Jesus Christ. It is 
written in the first chapter of John’s 
Gospel that Jesus saw Nathanael 
coming to Him, and said, “Behold 
an Israelite indeed, in whom is no 
guile!” In surprise, Nathanael asked, 
“Whence knowest thou me?” Jesus 
replied, “Before that Philip called 
thee, when thou wast under the fig 
tree, I saw thee.” Then Nathanael 
exclaimed, “Thou art the Son of 
God; thou art the King of Israel.” 
By virtue of this confession, which 
Jesus foreknew was in his heart, He 
called Nathanael “an Israelite in- 
deed.” It was an expression of the 
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true faith of Israel—an unequivocal 
acknowledgment and acceptance of 
Jesus as Israel's Redeemer and King. 

“Also,” our writer continues, “the 
word ‘believers’ should be employed 
wherever the word ‘Israel’ appears 
in a collective sense.” This statement 
is based, no doubt, on the common 
but erroneous belief that, since the 
beginning of the Christian Way, na- 
tional Israel, the Kingdom organized 
at Sinai under God and His right- 
eous laws, has been supplanted by 
the church, which is, supposedly, 
spiritual Israel. There are no 
grounds for using the terms “Israel” 
and “church” interchangeably. They 
are never used synonymously in the 
Scriptures. “Israel” in a “collective 
sense’ always refers to the covenant 
people in relation to their nations or 
kingdom; and the “church” is the 
body of believers or worshipers 
within the nation. Matters of state 
and church were separate in Israel, 
much as they are in Christian lands 
today. “Israel” is not a church; 
neither is the “church” a nation. 

Confusion arises at this point 
partly because of misleading chap- 
ter headings in some widely-used 
editions of the Bible. It is important 
to know and remember that there 
are no chapter headings in the 
Manuscripts from which our English 
editions are translated. All such di- 
visions and comments have been 
added by editors; and many of them 
do violence to the sacred text which 
follows. The Bible text itself never 
confuses the words “nation” and 
“church.” “Israel” is a term signify- 
ing a called-out race and nation 
dedicated to the advancement of 
God’s Government in the world. 
“Church” is a New Testament word, 
“ekklesia,” signifying the called out 
spiritual assembly of believers in 
Christ, which, according to Paul in 
Ephesians, constitutes His Body, 
“the fulness of Him that filleth all 
in all.” 

The holy and meaningful word 
“Isra-EI” cannot be erased from the 
Scriptures, nor removed from its 
significant place in world affairs to- 
day and tomorrow. It is woven into 
sacred history from Genesis to Reve- 
lation; moreover, it is the determin- 
ing factor of history in the making 
at the present moment. It is rather 
childish to believe that a word in- 
volving God’s name and covenants 
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can be lightly discarded. Instead of 
trying to expunge “Israel” from 
Christian terminology, or ignore it, 
we recommend that an effort be 
made to understand what it means, 
and what people, if any, constitute 
Israel in our time. 

All this futile effort to drop the 
word “Israel” from Christian thought 
stems from the false belief that only 
Jews are Israelites. It is incredible 
how this belief survives all the evi- 
dence against it. In recent years 
quite a number of prominent Jews 
have publicly declared that many 
who call themselves Jews have no 
roots in Israel. This is true, they say, 
especially of Zionists, some of whom 
are not even of Semitic origin. In- 
formed Christians ought to know 
that Jews have not done the work 
Israel was commissioned to do; nei- 
ther can they in their unbelief and 
rejection of Jesus as the Christ and 
King of Israel. 

Since the Jews have never joined 
themselves to Christ in faith and 
obedience, they cannot be “ruling 
with God” in any capacity whatever. 
Zionists now claim and use the sa- 
cred name “Israel” deceptively to 
gain advantages to which they are 
not entitled. In Matthew 23 and 
John 8, Jesus identifies them with 
the works of the devil and says of 
them: 


“I know the blasphemy of them 
which say they are Jews, and are not, 
but - the synagogue of Satan.” (Rev. 
2: 9. 

To this day, they manifest the 
spirit of Edom and Babylon, as in 
the days of Jesus. 

Jesus declared that His future 
work was concerned mainly with 


“the lost sheep of the house of Is- 
rael.” The Jews were never called 
“lost sheep”; only the dispersed 
tribes of the two captivities lost their 
identity. The Apostles understood 
these things and addressed some of 
their Epistles “to the twelve tribes 
scattered abroad.” 

The Highway of “Dispersed” Is- 
rael is not a Jewish highway. It was 
closed to the Jews by Christ Himself, 
when He said to them in a parable: 


“The kingdom of God shall be taken 
from you, and given to a nation bring- 
ing forth the fruits thereof.” (Matt. 
21: 43.) 

The nation (not church) which re- 
ceived the Kingdom was comprised 
of the dispersed “lost sheep” of the 
westward migrations. They became 
the Christian nations, the prophetic 
“nation and company of nations,” of 
Western Europe, the British Isles, 
Canada and the United States. 

How strange it is, then, to see the 
once-powerful Christian nations sub- 
mitting meekly to the leadership of 
world Jewry. Zionists have charted 
our course and marked our highway 
to destruction. No wonder we are 
bogged down in _ tribulation—our 
Christ is not on that road. We have 
lost the Way of Holiness—the High- 
way to God. 


““O self-willed sons,’ says the Eter- 
nal, ‘bent on no plan of mine, weaving 
a treaty that I never sanctioned, and 
adding sin to sin.” (Isa. 30: 1, Mof- 
fatt Trans. ) 

God grant that His people of the 
great covenants may awaken soon, 
and heed the warning in Ezekiel 33: 
11: “. . . turn ye, turn ye from your 
evil ways; for why will ye die, O 
house of Israel?”

DAVID DAVIDSON 


It is with sorrow that we announce the death of Mr. David Davidson of 
London, England, author of The Great Pyramid: Its Divine Message 
(now out of print) and many other books and booklets on the same sub- 
ject. He was a man called of God to proclaim the meaning of the struc- 
tural measurements of the Great Pyramid of Gizeh. While his voice 
is now silent, the results of his monumental research will continue to 
assist and inspire students in their understanding of the Great Pyramid’s 
message. The material he so carefully compiled throughout more than 
fifty years of meticulous labor will yet be used mightily of God to glorify 
His own Name and demonstrate the accuracy of the “revelation measures” 
built so many centuries ago into this Great Witness in the midst of the 
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memorates the theorem by Euclid that a square 

on the side of a right-angled triangle is equal to 
the sum of the squares on the other two sides. As such 
it serves to remind us that the same sort of thing is still 
being dinned into the ears of children at school, despite 
the fact that such knowledge rarely proves to be of the 
slightest practical use in everyday life. Excepting per- 
haps in the case of a child destined to be a construc- 
tional engineer or due to take up surveying as a profes-

sion, some intelligent instruction in the art of map-— 


reading would probably prove, generally speaking, far 
more useful. 


De-Mythologizing Stalin 

The force of this consideration was illustrated some- 
what startlingly recently when, in the course of his 
marathon speech de-mythologizing Joe Stalin, comrade 
Khrushchev suddenly burst forth with the astonishing 
revelation: “Stalin planned his military operations on a 
terrestrial globe. Yes, comrades, he used to take a globe 
and trace the front line on it!” 

Whether or not this fact, as stated, is true or not 
does not concern us at the present juncture. Indeed, we 
do not need to be surprised if Stalin did commit such a 
childish error since he rose to fame from being an un- 
educated Georgian peasant. But the alarming thing is 
that it draws attention to the fact that ignorance as to 
the significance of maps is widespread. 

There are many people who, poring over a map of 
the Atlantic Ocean spread out on a table, genuinely be- 
lieve that, because the map is drawn to scale, a mark 
on the map has a specific rather than a purely relative 
meaning. A moment's reflection is all that is needed to 
show that if the table (with map) were dumped into 
the middle of the Atlantic, it would be impossible to 
locate the table, so great is the vastness of the ocean 
by comparison with the size of a table. 

At its best, a mark on a map is a point of reference 
only. To indicate a point in space with precision calls 
for complicated calculations embodying numerous fac- 
tors beyond the ability of an amateur, normally, to en- 
compass. 


A Truce Line 


But, believe it or not, experts who really ought to 
have known better, in delineating the Truce Line be- 
tween the Israelis and the Arabs, appear to have emu- 
lated the alleged stupidity of Stalin. It does not seem 
to have occurred to the omniscience of the UN Armis- 
tice Commission, sitting round a conference table in the 
Island of Rhodes, that a line drawn arbitrarily on a 
large-scale map needed to be checked and modified 
by an accurate ground survey of the actual territory 
under consideration. As a consequence of this mental 
aberration a fantastic muddle is the result and, although 
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these incredible mistakes were made eight years ago, 
nothing has been done since to rectify them, nor is there 
any sign that the authorities intend to do so. 

Commenting upon the fact that the Truce Commis- 
sion, set up by the UN after the 1948 Arab-Israeli war, 
held its conferences in the Island of Rhodes instead of 
on the mainland, Stewart Perowne (an ex-Government 
official in Palestine) protests in his book: The One Re- 
mains: 

“The Truce Line was drawn in Rhodes, not Palestine, and 
it was drawn on a map, not on the ground. The result was 
that the line has in many cases cut off villages from their 
water supply or their lands. That means their ‘life’ because 
from time immemorial the village has been the unit of habi- 
tations in Palestine.” 


Certainly, the maps showing the Truce Line have to 
be seen to be believed. It appears that the experts, hav- 
ing been brought up to enjoy the Western way of life, 
with its cities boasting artificial water supplies pumped 
from reservoirs, found it impossible to conceive that for 
a primitive community, the question of life and death 
might depend, quite literally, upon the possession of a 
single well. In this book Stewart Perowne lists the vil- 
lages cut off or mutilated in this way. His report is 
appalling. 


Land of Living Dead 
As the first Western journalist to visit the Gaza Strip 
since the Israeli shelling, Noel Barber gives the follow- 
ing heart-rending story of what things are like there, 
observing: 


“It is a long way from home, this burning strip of earth 
which the map calls Gaza, but which I call the Land cf 
the Living Dead. The air was dancing with heat as the old 
man with a face carved from the Scriptures asked me to buy 
one of his four oranges. ‘It was on that hill that I once lived,’ 
he said, pointing 300 yards away towards Israel, ‘but still 
I think I am farther away from home than you are!’ 

“The border here is a ditch and across it is waged a war 
of nerves that often turns into a shooting war. The fields and 
streets are pocked with rings of fresh earth where mortar 
holes have been filled in. Yet on this side the Arabs are 
tending sheep and on the other are Israelis in former Arab 
homes. 

“I am sick at heart at what is before me. Not at any 
starvation of the body but the starvation of the mind, with 
the utter loss of every sense that goes into the making of 
the dignity of man. I thought it would be like the refugee 
camps I saw in Indo-China but it is not. There I saw man 
at least being molded to try again and find a life, but this 
is not the same. This is a prison from which all hope has 
long since fled. 


Imprisoned by Fate 
“This is a small narrow fringe of country, 25 miles long 
and never more than 5 miles wide. In it are 200,000 refu- 
gees, imprisoned by fate, and jammed three times more 
densely than in the heaviest populated parts of Europe. Two 
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links only give exit to the outside world and both are barred. 

“You cannot think here in terms of politics. You can think 
only in terms of the shells of men and women as they are, 
defeated in soul, as I see them this warm but empty Sunday 
morning; in this other world where life has come to a stop. 
For that is what is so awful. Everything that to us makes 
life has gone. There is nothing to sell or buy. There is no 
transport, for there is nowhere to go and almost no work, 
even unpaid. I saw a man sitting in a field gazing into space, 
and with a sick feeling I realized that for eight years his 
life has been the same as those of the animals nibbling a few 


yards away.” 


Noel Barber asked the old man why he had offered 
only one of his four oranges for sale and the Arab 
gravely replied: “The day was young. And if you had 
bought all my oranges, what would I have done for the 
rest of the day? I am fed and clothed and have no need 
of money. But with my oranges I am the richest man in 
Gaza, for selling oranges gives me work to do and I try 
to make that pleasure last.” 

Perhaps it helps us in visualizing the magnitude of 
this refugee problem if we reconstruct the situation in 
imagination so that we see what it would look like if it 
applied to the countries in which we live ourselves. In 
applying this to Great Britain or the United States we 
have to imagine the populations of nine towns the size 
of Reading (in Britain) or Fall River, Massachusetts, 
(in the U. S. A.) dispersed in the surrounding country- 
side, struggling to live a hand-to-mouth existence while 
watching across barbed-wire barriers other people en- 
joying the use of their former lands and homes. 


Islands of Occupation 


It is fatally easy for politicians in Westminster and 
Washington to brush off this problem and rate it as a 
nuisance in the hope that somehow it will lie dormant. 
But to those who are suffering the ordeal it is not a 
political problem but a personal problem. It is not ab- 
stract but something intensely human, and its solution 
for those who endure the ordeal of cruel deprivation is 
a matter of life and death. 

Thus, in the Observer Patrick O’Donovan claims: 


“The groundwork for the first phase of a settlement of 
the Arab-Israeli dispute has been laid by the United Na- 
tions, and most who are associated with that body appear 
to think it well laid. But in easing the tension and violence 
on the borders they are not yet touching the reality of the 
problem. 

“The Arabs in the United Nations have now entrenched 
themselves in the most favorable position for which there 
is a legal justification—the 1947 settlement. But this, with 
its curious corridors between islands of population, is now 
quite unworkable, and there are many voices from Arabia 
that demand an even harsher solution. 

“The Jews give the impression of being both self-righteous 
and suspicious and lace this impression with traces of racial 
superiority. They do not admit that the moral problem of 
Israels’ right to exist is under debate. Their stand is virtu- 
ally: no territorial concessions; no refugees; no Jerusalem— 
in fact, the status quo, with embellishments. 


Preserving Sullen Stalemate 


“For the time being, this is almost the exclusive concern 
of the Security Council and of the Secretariat which have 
been given the hard task of playing God among atheists. 
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The most that anyone dares hope is to preserve the present 
sullen stalemate, unbroken by violence, until the end of the 
year. Beyond that no one dares to predict.” 


Meanwhile, J. B. Slade-Baker, Special Press Repre- 
sentative in Cairo, maintains that “passions are rising 
with every week that passes.” Thus he avers: 


“One of the main difficulties is the now white-hot anger 
of the refugees in the Gaza strip. Unlike those in other 
camps in Jordan, Syria, and Lebanon, they have suffered 
recently from Israeli military action. In their view, Dr. Ham- 
marskjold is the living embodiment and representative of 
the Great Powers that agreed to the partition of their coun- 
try, and allowed them to be driven from their homes; fed 
them and their children on a starvation diet for seven years 
and permitted UN resolutions to be flouted with impunity. 
And now in the face of this latest outrage (the deliberate 
destruction by artillery bombardment of Gaza Hospital) by 
their hated enemy, these Powers, instead of taking positive 
steps to restore them to their long-lost lands, now propose 
measures by which the existing Armistice Lines would be 
established more firmly than ever. 

“Unless urgent and active steps are taken to prove to the 
Arab States in general and to the Refugees in particular, 
that the UN will make a fresh effort to find a permanent 
solution, the final explosion cannot be long delayed. 


Rendezvous with Destiny 


Some of the press comments on Egypt's celebration 
of a National Day of Independence were illuminating. 
Equally illuminating was the fact that Nasser chose this 
momentous occasion to issue the declaration: “The 
Arabs must become strong enough to restore to the peo- 
ple of Palestine their freedom and their life.” 

The Cairo newspaper Al-Gumhuria displayed a car- 
toon depicting the Sphinx chasing the British Lion out 
of Egypt. But when Col. Nasser issued a message to the 
Egyptian people, proclaiming: “Your generation had a 
rendezvous with destiny when it saw the remnants of 
the foreign invaders sneak out, back to where they 
came from,” the Arab press in Syria found this more 
than they could swallow. Thus the Beirut newspaper, 
Le Soir, protested in an editorial: 


“Nobody can say that the British Army is being chased 
out of the Canal Zone by the valiant Egyptian Army. On 
the contrary, the British evacuation has been operated by 
virtue of a treaty which has made Egypt the theoretical ally 
of Britain. So the declaration of Col. Nasser is evidently 
destined for Egyptian internal consumption only. 

“As a soldier Col. Nasser has disobeyed the international 
laws of courtesy and of conduct observed by the soldiers 
of the world in refusing to give military honors to British 
troops evacuating Egypt. Military honors were paid to 
French troops leaving Beirut and more recently at Saigon; 
also to the British Army when leaving Baghdad. If, to con- 
solidate himself, he has to resort to such measures, then the 
regime of Col. Nasser does not in truth appear to be very 
solid.” 


Bellicose Fire-eater 


Nasser’s sudden change of attitude in response to ef- 
forts made by Dr. Hammarskjold to negotiate a settle- 
ment of the Israeli question has revived speculation as 
to the mystery of Nasser’s unaccountable nonretaliation 
for the wanton bombardment of Gaza. 

Four months prior to this barbaric outrage, Nasser 
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had vociferously threatened: “One more Israeli attack 
and Egypt will throw the whole of her armed strength 
into the fight.” The attack came but Nasser did nothing. 
The world waited, fearing the worst. But nothing hap- 
pened! As William Forrest wrote at the time: 


“What has happened to induce Abdul Nasser’s change 
of front? One thing is clear. Egypt’s strong man is no longer 
the bellicose fire-eater he appeared to be in the past. Why? 

“Nasser is a soldier. He knows that for all his Communist 
arms it will be several years before his army is trained to 
use them. He must also have asked: “Will the Israelis con- 
tinue to stand calmly by and wait till Egypt is strong enough 
to strike or will Israel strike first?’ When the Israeli guns 
opened up on Gaza, Nasser as a soldier knew: “This is the 
answer to my question.’ ” 


Zero Hour Postponed 
A Times correspondent confirms this view along par- 
allel lines, when making the following asservation: 


“The reasons for Nasser’s changed attitude is obvious. 
With a vast program of internal reform, industrial projects 
and the High Dam ahead, Egypt recoils from the prospect 
of immediate war, with its ruinous cost, as from the plague. 
If it has to come, Egypt would prefer that it should be in 
her own time. The flow of Czech arms and Russian aircraft 
has given Egypt a higher degree of self-confidence than 
ever before. But until a sufficient number of officers and 
men are trained in their use, zero hour for aggressive action 
will be postponed. 

“Nevertheless, Col. Nasser is in a difficult position. His 
main striking force has been stationed in the desert for over 
a year. Conscious of their strength and that it has been im- 
measurably increased, an ever-growing number of officers 
are getting restless. They begin to show signs of impatience 
at what, to them, is the inexplicable inaction of their gov- 
ernment in the face of the grossest provocation.” 


Meanwhile, the visit of Dmitri Shepilov to Cairo em-

hands before the multitude, saying, I am innocent of the 
blood of this just person: see ye to it. Then answered all 
the people, and said, His blood be on us, and on our chil- 
dren.” (Matt. 27: 24-25.) 


The carrying out of this self-imposed curse upon 
Jewry is what Rabbi Nodel rails against, but actually 
his quarrel is with the accuracy of the Scriptures. The 
fact that this curse has indeed been visited upon his 
people “year after year” verifies the fact of the miscar- 
riage of justice in relation to the trial of our Lord. No 
curse would have followed that day’s performance if 
justice had been done, for God Himself is just. The in- 
exorable verdict of time and history proves the truth 
of what was written. 

Equally so, Jews today who reject His Divinity, and 
consider His mission as Saviour of no value, place them-

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barrassed Abdul Nasser, who had issued the invitation 
originally, when Shepilov was merely Editor of Pravda. 
When the hour came for the visit to fall due, Dmitri 
Shepilov had been promoted to hold office as Moscow’s 
Foreign Minister. 

John Redfern thus describes Shepilov's reply to the 
official welcome on his arrival at Cairo airport: “ “Dear 
Friends,’ he began in a voice which could have charmed 
a bird off a tree, ‘he who tastes of the waters of the Nile 
cannot but wish to return again.” The facile alacrity 
with which Shepilov adopted this time-honored quota- 
tion, and which already he appeared to have made his 
own, completely captivated the Egyptians, whose trans- 
port of delight was such that any potential sinister sig- 
nificance of the sentiment was lost on them. 

As a Cairo representative of the sober London Times 
rather more penetratingly observed: 

“The Soviet Foreign Minister has arrived here to attend 
the celebrations marking the withdrawal of British forces 
from the Canal Zone. His face beamed at us from all the 
newspapers today and Egyptians doubtless have taken note 
of the speech he made at the airport, so skillfully designed 
to calm any suspicions about the precise intentions of Soviet 
policies in the Middle East.” 

Asked point-blank by a journalist whether or not Rus- 
sia would intervene on the side of the Arabs in the 
event of an Arab-Israeli war, Dmitri Shepilov’s reply 
was described as being “opaque.” According to the 
Daily Telegraph: 

“The Russians do not appear to want a general conflict 
at the present time. They were surprised by the speed at 
which events were moving and the way in which the po- 
litical vacuum in the Middle East was drawing them in 
more quickly than they wished, at a very awkward time. 
They have since moved more slowly.”

One final point needs to be mentioned as indicating 
the complexity of forces involved in the moves being 
made behind the scenes. Thus the Times reports: 


“As the tempo of festivities increases in Cairo, attention 
is focusing once again upon the financing of the High Dam 
scheme. Rumor has it that Russia has offered a £200 mil- 
lion loan at a lower rate of interest than previously men- 
tioned. This would far outbid the offer made by the World 
Bank. 

“To add to the drama, Mr. Eugene Black, the Bank’s 
chief, has arrived here with the latest Western offers. Time 
is short and there could hardly be a more telling illustra- 
tion of the current East-West economic conflict than the 
spectacle of Mr. Shepilov and Mr. Black each trying to pay 
for Colonel Nasser’s ‘new Pyramid.’ ” 


Indeed, as Nasser is so fond of repeating: “Today is 
distinctly different from yesterday.” A pretty saying, 
but one which, like a two-edged sword, cuts both ways. 
Abdul Nasser may live to see his favorite saying re- 
vealed in a disconcerting light when, suddenly per- 
chance, Dmitri Shepilov or his Kremlin confreres arrive 
unexpectedly next time as uninvited guests. Ostensibly 
they may come to taste the waters of the blue-green 
Nile, but sweet dreams will turn to bitter disillusion- 
ment as the unwelcome guests descend “like a cloud to 
cover the land.” In that assault on the Middle East 
Arena, the land of Egypt will not escape.

June 30, 1956 
HE STEP-BY-STEP deterioration 
in the Western strategic posi- 
tion during recent years may 
be likened to a tottering arch. 
So long as the keystone remains 
in place, piece after piece may 
be chipped away without fatal re- 
sults. But rip out the one vital seg- 
ment upon which the whole depends 
and the entire structure crashes in 
ruins. 
Evidence accumulates that Brit- 
ish occupation of the Suez Canal 
Zone was the keystone of the West- 
ern defense arch. With this bastion 
at the crossroads of the world se- 
cure, Abadan and the Tachen Is- 
lands could be abandoned, defeats 
suffered in Korea and Indo-China, 
without disastrous consequences. 
But Britain's departure from Suez 
in mid-June radically altered the 
picture. Wildfiring repercussions of 
this most ill-advised withdrawal will 
snowball a perilous strategic posi- 
tion into one of unmitigated dire- 
ness. 

The British evacuation of Suez 
came at a time when the tide was 
running against the West on every 
front. France's position in Algeria 
remained precarious. An election in 
Iceland weakened the pro-Western 
party and further beclouded the 
future of the vital NATO base at 
Keflavik. And from Red China arose 
renewed threats against Formosa. 

Any observing student may dis- 
cern the general trend of world 
events. Only those who relate de- 
velopments to the underlying 
Divine time-patterns, however, can 
appreciate to the full the wondrous 
harmony and precision of the great 
drama. Anchored at key mileposts, 
the unfolding number-sequences tes- 
tify unceasingly to the plan and pur- 
pose behind the transcendent judg- 
ment ordeal through which Britain 
and America are now passing. 

Triggering renewed tension in 
the Far East was the June 1 order 
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of the UN Command expelling the 
so-called neutral truce teams from 
South Korea for flagrant violation 
of the armistice. This was precisely 
a fruition interval of 1040 days after 
the Korean armistice was signed on 
July 27, 1953. June 1 also fell 420 
days lunar after the Soviet-Austrian 
treaty was announced on April 14, 
1955. The 420 factor, one-sixth of 
the 2520-day Biblical trial or pro- 
bation period, marks events which 
carry forward the “trial of judg- 
ment” to which the Divine Assessor 
is now subjecting the human world 
order (symbolized by 6 or 666). 

In Moscow, Russia _ replaced 
Foreign Minister Molotov’ with 
Dmitri Shepilov, a move which per- 
mitted closer rapprochement be- 
tween Yugoslavia and the Soviet 
Union during Marshal Tito’s visit 
to Russia which began the next day 
(Chart XXIV). 

The UN Security Council, jug- 
gling its Palestine “hot potato,” ap- 
proved on June 4 a watered-down 
resolution calling upon Secretary- 
General Hammarskjold to continue 
his “good offices” for peace in the 
Middle East. The move came 6 
x 666 days after the UN charter 
was signed on June 26, 1945 
(bottom of Chart XXV). A solar 
interval of displacement or human 
error (286 days) extends forward 
from June 4 to March 21, 1957. This 
significant chronological milepost 
will close a solar desolation period 
(1290 days) after the August 20, 
1953 King’s Chamber _ terminal 
when France ousted the Sultan of 
Morocco and [Iranian Premier 
Mossadegh was arrested. 

Ominously underscoring instabil- 
ity in Southeast Asia was the res- 
ignation on June 7 of the Singapore 
governments Chief Minister. Lim 
Yew Hock formed a new govern- 
ment pledged to continue the fight 
for freedom from British rule. 

The political upheaval in Sing- 
apore came 7 x 120 days (warning 


perfected) after February 18, 1954 
when the Big Four called an Asian 
peace conference. The 1954 date, 
in turn, fell 1600 days (space or 
extent of judgment) after Russia 
recognized the Chinese Commu- 
nist government on October 2, 1949 
(Chart XXIV). As indicated, June 
7 also fell 420 days after April 14, 
1955 when the _ Soviet-Austrian 
treaty was announced. 

In a letter to President Eisen- 
hower, made public on June 8, 
Soviet Premier Bulganin called on 
the Western Big Three to join with 
Russia in withdrawing some armed 
forces from Germany. This new 
propaganda gesture from the Krem- 
lin came 390 days (Israel's chastise- 
ment) after the Austrian treaty was 
signed on May 15, 1955. June 8 also 
fell 286 days before March 21, 
1957, which will be 1290 days solar 
after the August 20, 1953 King’s 
Chamber terminal when Russia an- 
nounced her first H-bomb test 
(near bottom of Chart XXV). 

Great Britain on June 10 began 
evacuating its last troops from the 
Suez Canal Zone. On the same day 
Ceylonese Premier Bandaranaike 
disclosed that he would raise the 
question of ousting the British from 
their naval bases on Ceylon at the 
approaching Commonwealth con- 
ference in London. The develop- 
ments came 1040 days lunar (frui- 
tion) after the August 20, 1953 
Kings Chamber terminal and 286 
days after abortive three-Power 
talks on the future of Cyprus 
opened on August 29, 1955 (center 
of Chart XXV). 

The last British forces embarked 
from Suez on June 13, leaving the 
strategic bastion in the control of 
Egypt. More deleterious to Western 
prestige than the actual withdrawal, 
however, was the announcement 
from the British Foreign Office on 
June 14 that Sir Brian Robertson, 
the retired general who was Brit- 
ain’s supreme commander in the 
Middle East when the agreement 
to evacuate Egypt was negotiated, 
would be present at the “liberation 
day” ceremonies in Cairo. Diplo- 
matic observers were quick to point 
out that this would be regarded 
throughout the Middle East as ig- 
nominious mud-eating by a shat- 
tered empire. 

A remarkable array of time- 
measures underscores the fateful 
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importance of June 13-14. Since 
eight signifies renewal and 390 is 
the number of Israel's chastisement, 
it is significant that Britain’s with- 
drawal from Suez came precisely 
8 x 390 days after November 29, 
1947 when the UN voted to parti- 
tion Palestine. No less striking is the 
interval of 6 x 286 days (displace- 
ment or human error) separating 
June 13-14 from October 3, 1951 
when the British abandoned their 
refinery installations at Abadan. 
The Suez evacuation also came 1600 
days (space or extent of judgment) 
after the January 26, 1952 anti-for- 
eign riots in Egypt and 286 days 
solar after three-Power talks on the 
Cyprus problem opened. 

Great Britain also evacuated Suez 
exactly 880 days (Divine interme- 
diation) before November 10-11, 
1958, which will close a forty-year 
generation after the Great Pyra- 
mid’s first low passage ended on 
November 10-11, 1918. Note f- 
nally from Chart XXV _ that a 
doubled displacement interval ex- 
tending forward from June 13-14 
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terminates on January 7, 1958. This 
date will be precisely 1260 days 
(tribulation) after July 27, 1954 
when the British agreed to evacu- 
ate the Canal Zone. 

(From November 1953 on, these 
studies periodically directed atten- 
tion to the exceptional chronologi- 
cal importance of June 14, 1956. ) 

Soviet Foreign Minister Shepilov 
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arrived in Cairo on June 16 to begin 
a tour of Middle Eastern trouble 
spots. The date was 666 days after 
August 20, 1954 when Greece ap- 
pealed to the UN for a vote on the 
future status of Cyprus. June 16 also 
fell 1040 plus 666 days after Octo- 
ber 15, 1951 when Egypt abrogated 
its Suez and Sudan treaties with 
Great Britain (Chart XXIV). 

Egypt on June 18 opened its five- 
day “liberation” celebration mark- 
ing the departure of British forces 
from Suez. Visiting Soviet Foreign 
Minister Shepilov told the festive 
gathering that Russia was the “nat- 
ural ally” of Egypt and other newly- 
independent nations. Meanwhile, 
the Israelis replaced Foreign Minis- 
ter Moshe Sharett with Mrs. Golda 
Meyerson. Commenting on. this 
move, a diplomatic observer stated: 


“The hair-trigger on the Middle 
Eastern pistol has been sharpened a 
little more.” 


These developments stressing the 
swift pace of the climax-bound 
Middle Eastern crisis came 7 x 120 
days (warning perfected) after the 
March 1, 1954 U. S. H-bomb test. 
Noteworthy too is the fact that June 
18 was 2300 days lunar (cleansing 
of the sanctuary) after April 4, 1950 
when the UN voted international 
control of Jerusalem. Finally, June 
18 fell 286 days after savage anti- 
Greek riots swept Turkish cities on 
September 6, 1955 (Chart XXVI). 

On June 20, at the close of 
Marshal Tito’s Moscow visit, Russia 
and Yugoslavia signed agreements 
pledging cooperation on both gov- 
ernment and party levels. Earlier 
Soviet Defense Minister Zhukov

had assured Tito that the Soviet 
Union would fight “shoulder to 
shoulder” with Communist Yugo- 
slavia in any future war. Such was 
the dismal outcome of “operation 
rathole” in which millions of dol- 
lars in American aid were chan- 
neled to Tito in the deluded hope 
that he could be wooed away from 
the Communist camp. 

The Soviet-Tito accord came 
1600 days (judgment) after Feb- 
ruary 2, 1952 when Russia declared 
World War III already under way 
(Chart XXVI). June 20 also fell on 
the third day made perfect of 7 x 
120 days after the March 1, 1954 
H-bomb test. 

A communiqué issued on June 22 
disclosed that Egyptian Premier 
Nasser and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Shepilov had reached “complete 
unity of opinion” and agreed to ex- 
pand political, economic and cul- 
tural relations. This was 286 days 
solar after the September 6, 1955 
anti-Greek riots in Turkey (Chart 
XXVI). 

A plebiscite on June 23 firmly ce- 
mented Premier Nasser’s control of 
Egypt. On the same day the United 
States Air Force Chief of Staff, 
General Nathan F. Twining, ar- 
rived in Moscow to view Russian air 
power at the invitation of Soviet 
leaders. The date was 270 days 
(birth travail) after September 27, 
1955 when Egypt accepted arms 
from Russia. An identical 270-day 
interval extending forward from 
June 23 terminates on March 20, 
1957. This date will be 1600 days 
(space or extent of judgment) after 
the first American H-bomb test 
(Chart XXVI). 

The Iceland election on June 24 
left a Communist minority control- 
ling the fate of the NATO base at 
Keflavik. The conservative Inde- 
pendence Party, only one favoring 
continued American operation of 
the base, lost ground. The oust- 
America coalition of Progressives 
and Social Democrats scored gains 
but fell short of a parliamentary 
majority. Significantly, the date fell 
precisely 666 days after August 28, 
1954 when the French parliament 
opened the debate which resulted 
in the death of EDC. And a 270-day 
birth travail interval, extending for- 
ward from June 24, terminates on 
March 21, 1957, which will be 1290 
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days solar (desolation) after the 
August 20, 1953 King’s Chamber 
milepost (Chart XXV). 

On June 25, close of a 1040-day 
fruition cycle extending from Au- 
gust 20, 1953, headlines wove an 
ominous pattern foreshadowing the 
global climax. Foreign Minister 
Ahmed Balafregh of Morocco de- 
clared that the United States would 
have to negotiate with native off- 
cials if it wished to retain its bases 
in that newly-independent Arab 
state. Meanwhile, the Soviet cam- 
paign to woo away members of the 
Baghdad Pact continued as Shah 
Mohammed Reza Pahlevi of Iran 
arrived in Moscow for a two-week 
visit. And in Cairo, Premier Nasser 
was proclaimed President of Egypt 
for a six-year term (Chart XXV). 

The UN Security Council on June 
26 rejected the demand of thirteen 
Asian-African nations that it debate 
the Algerian crisis. The move came 
666 days solar after August 20, 1954 
when Greece appealed for a UN- 
sponsored vote on the future of 
Cyprus (top of Chart XXIV). 

The members of Britain’s trou- 
bled Commonwealth convened in 
London on June 27. Sounding a 
highly unrealistic keynote, Prime 
Minister Sir Anthony Eden called 
for a new policy of “tractors instead 
of tanks.” He told the assembled 
Prime Ministers that the meeting 
was part of a continuous process of 
“bridge building” to span the gap 
between the United States and Rus- 


sia. The date was 12 x 1260 days 
solar (tribulation) after June 28, 
1914 when the Sarajevo assassina- 
tion preluded World War I. 

Follow out on Chart XXIV the 
notable pattern of developing tribu- 
lation unfolded by the three termi- 
nals of the 12 x 1260 cycle extend- 
ing from the 1914 date. 

Premier Chou En-lai on June 28 
reasserted Red China’s determina- 
tion to take over Formosa and pro- 
posed direct negotiations with the 
Nationalist Chinese to arrange its 
“peaceful” transfer to the Commu- 
nists. This was 2 x 286 days after 
December 4, 1954 when Red China 
vowed the “liberation” of Formosa. 
The 1954 date, in turn, fell 7 x 270 
days (birth travail perfected) after 
the Chinese Communist govern- 
ment was. proclaimed (Chart 
XXVI). June 28 also fell 1335 days 
after the first American H-bomb 
test on November 1, 1952. The 1335 
factor connotes blessing upon the 
Kingdom-nucleus Israel nations, but 
judgment upon those who are fight- 
ing the establishment of God's di- 
vinely-ordained New World Order. 

Study of Chart XXVI—with its 
recurrent 1600 “judgment” leitmotif 
—will make plain the remarkable 
precision with which the pattern of 
unfolding world crisis ties in with 
the dates of America’s first two 
H-bomb tests. All factors in the com- 
plex process are in wonderful bal- 
ance as the all-powerful Master Tac- 
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London, July 1 (By CaBLe) 
EW, IF ANY, governments in British history have 
*% achieved much as governments. Britain was made 
rich, powerful and famous by individuals who 
created situations over which famous kings, queens 
and governments presided. This applies to both the 
spiritual and material sides of British history. The 
crisis in which Britain now finds herself will never be 
solved by any government. Attempts to avert the 
crisis have, without doubt, failed. This observer does 
not think it possible to avert a consequential experi- 
ence. When it comes it may, and probably will, include 
measures of a very unpleasant kind. Taxation will 
probably be made even more penal; restrictions will 
increase; the individual will be squeezed still more— 
until the entire evil concept is blown sky high by 
failure. Britain cannot be made great again without 
a fresh start and this will not be possible before illu- 
sions have been shattered by events. 

There will be no major spiritual awakening until 
the public can no longer escape into pure materialism. 
A spiritual awakening is desperately needed but that 
is not to say it is desperately wanted. The public as a 
whole wants escape, not revival. Only a minority want 
revival and not escape and it is a small minority and 
a divided one at that. Every effort since the war proves 
this to be true. The spiritual revival will come only 
when the false gods are proved false. That will be 
the time of spiritual revival. 

The Times (London) has published many warnings 
about the implications of the H-bomb. Like many 
other commentators, it suggests that the horrors of 
this weapon are such that surely the danger of war 
must have been greatly reduced. We all hope so. It 
is this observer's opinion, however, that far too little 
attention is paid to what some of us think to be the 
correct conclusion. It is certainly almost inconceivable 
that anyone would use a weapon which could and 
probably would, destroy a large part of the world. 
Unless it were possessed by one side only, what could 
be gained? Would not even the most reckless dictator 
pull back from the extreme and totally unprofitable 
measure of almost complete destruction on all sides— 
including his own? 

Does this mean that no war at all is now possible? 
This is not a logical conclusion; nor is it consistent 
with human behavior and experience. Poison gas did 
not stop war. The fact that it was possessed in quantity 
by both sides did, however, lead to its effective neutra- 
lization without war being abandoned as a policy. The 
same is likely to happen with the H-bomb. No one 
will dare to use it. It is being made and developed at 
immense cost and considerable risk in order to stop 
anyone from being able to use it. If all are equally 
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afraid—and they are rightly afraid of this weapon— 
does it mean that they will not fight with other weap- 
ons? If they do fight with other weapons, then the 
balance of power in more conventional weapons mat- 
ters a great deal. If any nation accepted the theory that 
fear of the H-bomb guaranteed peace, and therefore 
gave up conventional defenses, it would be at the mercy 
of those who had not done so. This might lead to de- 
feat or to the use of the H-bomb in desperation. To 
reduce conventional defenses is therefore dangerous in 
the extreme, for the H-bomb makes conventional de- 
fenses more rather than less important, and this applies 
to civil defense and dispersion as much as to normal 
sea, land and air forces. 

It is very significant that the Soviet Union is doing 
everything possible to persuade America and Britain 
to reduce their conventional defenses. This propaganda 
is having a considerable effect. To reduce conventional 
defenses would be politically popular. Both the Ameri- 
can and British governments may be tempted. It will 
be a big mistake if they succumb to the pressures. 
But such cuts are the talk of politics and, since human 
folly has few limits, one must be ready for even so 
monumental a stupidity as this. 

The modernization of conventional forces is one 
thing; to cut them until one has virtually no defense at 
all except the H-bomb (which it may well prove im- 
possible to use because of retaliation) is another thing, 
and may increase the danger of war in conditions 
which will bring about a repetition of Mons and Dun- 
kirk and the long weary trail to costly victory which is 
the consequence of initial weakness. Many argue that 
all thought of a semi-conventional war is anachronistic 
nonsense. But surely the H-bomb forces us to the very 
opposite conclusion. 

What about local wars? How are they to be dealt 
with if the West reduces its already meager con- 
ventional defenses? And if each local case is to go by 
default, would not the result add up to a world victory 
for the country inspiring and aiding a series of local 
aggressions? Does the issue of peace or war depend 
merely upon the descriptive words used? If we lost 
South Korea, South Indochina, Siam, Malaya, Cyprus 
and Algeria; if Israel were attacked and defeated by 
Soviet-inspired Arab states—the over-all result would 
amount to a victory in a world war. If the Western 
powers reduce their conventional forces, such losses 
might easily occur with a result, in fact, equivalent to 
a major victory in a big world war. It is curious that all 
these possibilities seem to be ignored—particularly 
since we have so much warning of the military build- 
ups in North Korea, North Indochina and the Arab 
states, and since we are actually fighting in Algeria, 
Cyprus and Malaya. The military build-ups in North 
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Korea and North Indochina have largely escaped pub- 
lic interest. Perhaps some facts of what has occurred 
since the two armistice agreements will serve as a 
warning. 

In North Indochina, at the time of the armistice in 
July 1954, the Viet-minh had seven regular divisions. 
Since then, irregular forces have been re-equipped 
to bring the strength up to at least twenty divisions. 
The Times (London) on June 12, 1956, reported: 

“Reports at the beginning of 1955 showed that the 
secret mobilization of men between 18 and 30 had 
permitted the Viet-minh authorities to form at least 
one new division. Basic military and political training 
was in progress near the Sino-Viet Namese frontier. 
A special course for all units was also taking place 
at Thai Nguyen on new weapons, and by the spring 
of 1955 the Chinese military mission in Viet Nam, 
headed by a general, was reported to be about 5,000 
strong, with a Chinese brigadier-general attached to 
every Viet-minh division. There were about 20,000 
technicians and railway workers and high priority had 
been given to re-establishing road and rail communi- 
cations with China. 

“It seems fair to assume, although nothing was said 
of military aid, that China remains the principal source 
of arms supply for the Viet-minh. There is indeed 
reason to think that large quantities of heavy weapons, 
including perhaps a small number of T 34 tanks, 
reached the Viet-minh by the end of 1955. 

North Korea now has a 700,000-strong army and 
900 tanks. Training in atomic weapons is taking place. 
The air force has 770 combat planes, including 91 jet 
bombers and 427 jet fighters. At the time of the 
armistice, North Korea had not a single jet aircraft. 
At the time of the armistice, there were only two 
operational airfields. Now there are 22, of which 10 
are capable of accommodating jet bombers and fight- 
ers. All along there has been collusion between the 
Polish and Czech members of the Neutral Nations’ 
Supervisory Commission and the North Korean gov- 
ernment. 

A Washington observer reports: 

The appreciations available to the State Department 
emphasize the real gravity of a deteriorating situation 
—whatever the politicians may say in public. The 
general purport of reports reaching Washington is that 
the Western defense structure is crumbling. 

Germany: Adenauer is not quite so powerful as he 
was. The effectiveness and speed of West German 
rearmament is increasingly doubtful against a difficult 
political background. 

France: Big political changes are not to be ruled 
out. A right wing neutralist government is possible. 
This would have serious repercussions in Germany. 
Germany would find a NATO orientation difficult if 
neutralism won the day in France. 

The situation in Algeria is very serious and further 
deterioration there may lead to an extremist revolu- 
tion in Morocco, thus threatening the American bases. 

Italy: Well on the way to a popular front which 
would, in fact if not in name, be Communist-con- 
trolled. 

Tito: The Tito-Communist political offensive is hav- 
ing a strong political impact all over Europe. Tito’s 
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prestige has also grown in the Middle East and he has 
close contact with Nasser. 

The Middle East: A rapid deterioration. An im- 
mediate study should be made of the measures to be 
taken if Middle East oil supplies to the West are 
interrupted. Such an interruption is a prime aim of 
Soviet strategy. 

The Far East: The weight of China's offensive is 
shifting from Formosa to Malaya. Peking now thinks 
that Formosa’s morale has so fallen that it is no longer 
a difficult objective. A Communist success in Malaya 
would have swift counterparts in Burma, Siam and 
Cambodia. It would deal a very serious blow to sterling 
area dollar-earning. 

Middle East oil and Malayan-earned dollars; those 
are the two places in which to strike Britain where it 
will really hurt. 

The Western European Economic Situation: Highly 
critical and reaching breaking point. 

Russia: Making an all-out attack with new economic 
and psychological weapons. Very little time remains 
if the challenge is to be met adequately. 

That is a brief summary of the intelligence which is 
believed to be reaching Washington. 

Reports from our Middle East observers show an 
intricate pattern of Soviet diplomacy. Reports from 
Moscow tell of conciliatory gestures to the Jewish 
community in Russia, and Russia has been trying to 
reassure the Israeli government. But we now learn 
that the Soviet embassies in Cairo, Damascus and 
Beirut have informed the governments to which they 
are accredited that, in the event of an Arab-Israeli 
war, Russia will give diplomatic support to the Arabs 
and will supply arms, and that Bulganin and Khrush- 
chev, when in London, gave notice of this to the 
British government. It is not possible to say whether 
they did, in fact, so inform the British government, 
but that is what the Arabs have been told. This in- 
formation was immediately passed on to the govern- 
ments of Saudi Arabia, Yemen and Jordan and has 
made a considerable impression. 

China has now come into the picture with offers to 
sell arms to the Arabs. (This may be a sign that 
Peking wants to intervene in view of Russia's Middle 
East policy which is dictated partly by fear of China’s 
growing strength. ) 

A big deal is being negotiated between Syria and 
Czechslovakia. Poland is offering arms to Saudi Ara- 
bia. The notorious Communist leader, Khaled Bagdash, 
is negotiating for a common front with the Syrian 
Socialist Party. This is intended to allay Arab fears. 

The new Soviet Ambassador to Libya has offered 
to build a Russian hospital in Tripoli and to give 
facilities for Libyan technical students to go to Russia. 
Apart from arms, Russia is making a big trade drive 
in the Arab countries.

ParRT II 
Eliminations From the Bible 





ORDER THAT the Bible may be compact, readable 
and usable as we have it today—instead of being 
in the form of whole libraries of books like all 

purely secular literature which attempts such a broad 
field as the Bible covers—systematic eliminations have 
taken place at every stage of the book. In dealing with 
astronomical creation and with cosmogony, as we find 
these mighty fields of inquiry briefly summarized in 
the Bible, each branch of science is accorded just one 
sentence. 


Creation and Restoration 


“In the beginning God created the heaven and the 
earth.” This is the first sentence of the Bible and it tells 
about the origin of matter and the origin of the ma- 
terial universe in exactly ten words. Why should there 
be any more? The whole of all related matters are 
revealed by that one telegram from heaven. Volumes 
such as men might write to tabulate the details would 
not add one single ray of light or provide one item of 
vital additional information. 

“And the earth was without form, and void.” Thus, 
succinctly told, the fact that a former creative era came 
to its close is related. 

“And darkness was upon the face of the deep.” From 
this phrase we learn of the cessation of those activities 
which had previously filled the abounding world with 
light. 

“And the Spirit of God moved upon the face of the 
waters.” Without embellishment the resurgence of Di- 
vine activity is announced, and we see it directed to- 
ward the reconstruction of the formless, empty and 
dark world. 

“And God said, Let there be light: and there was 
light.” First, out of darkness there must be light and 
the Divine Authority commands with finality, causing 
immediate activity in the world which is about to be 
made new. The darkened solar system is suddenly 
bathed in light and shines as a star of the first magni- 
tude in the heavens. 

Thus, step by step, the mighty story is told in preg- 
nant sentences. How luminous they are and how natur- 
ally expressed. Universalities are being unrolled before 
the gaze of men and no one seems to be surprised at 
the superlative use of words and ideas. 

Let us suppose that we can train a person’s mind 
to understand words and sentences, but keep from him 
all knowledge of the universe. Then let him read the 
first chapter of Genesis. Let us suppose such a person 
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came to the passage before us without a concept in 
his mind as to the origin of things. Understanding 
what he reads, he will go away with a complete out- 
line of the origin of the universe, of the solar system, 
of the earth in particular, of life upon it as it appeared 
stage after stage; and finally of the appearance of man 
and the beginning of the human era. 


The Formation of Adam 


Then came the Sabbath of rest from creative activ- 
ity and another, and evidently a later, chapter in the 
creation story. This time the narrative is confined to 
the earth and to man upon it, with the lower forms of 
life which were associated with him. It takes up the 
story where the former chapter ended. 

“And the Lord God formed man of the dust of the 
ground” (Gen. 2:7). What a wonderful statement of 
the physiology of man. The elements of which he is 
composed are all taken from the earth. The chemist 
can, with labor, analyze the body today and find that 
this is exactly the case. He will find familiar chemicals 
entering into the make-up of the human body and of 
foreign material not a particle. 

Every element that entered into the formation of the 
physical being of man is from earth, water and air. The 
earth supplied the original materials; the earth sustains 
them to the end of individual life and to the last of the 
generations of mankind. It is well for the man that 
this is the case. It would be awkward to require ma- 
terials for the upkeep of the body which the earth 
failed to supply. There are no means of transport of 
such materials from other spheres. 

The Divine breathing into the senseless chemical 
compound which had been formed into the body of 
the man is thus stated: “And [God] breathed into his 
nostrils the breath of life; and man became a living 
soul’ (Gen. 2:7). That sentient man should be made 
to arise from the dust of the earth—and no scientist 
can deny that he does so arise and that he returns to 
his native dust again—is a greater miracle daily taking 
place before our eyes than the resurrection of Lazarus 
was. It is a greater miracle than the resurrection from 
the dead will be, for it is easier to restore than to 
create. 

Let those who talk about miracles as something 
foreign to nature lay their hands upon their mouths 
before this perennial miracle and be still. Every babe 
that is born, every generation that succeeds the other, 
is a constant continuance of the miracle which, as far

as the Adamic race is concerned, began with the for- 
mation of man and the inbreathing of the breath of 
life into Adam, the father of us all. 

It is all told in about thirty words. 

The garden, and the placing of the man—twenty 
words. 

The botany of the garden—forty-three words. 

The geography of the garden—one hundred and four 
words. 

The appointment of the man to the care of the gar- 
den—twenty-two words. 


Promulgation of Divine Law 

In the second chapter of Genesis, the 16th verse, we 
read: “And the Lord God commanded the man.” This 
is the fountainhead of Divine jurisprudence. In all the 
law literatures of the world there is not a more preg- 
nant sentence than this. It is the establishment of the 
Divine will as the energizing and guiding power which 
should henceforth control the life of man. 

Herein lies the difference between the man and the 
beast. The beast does his own instinctive will. Unre- 
generate men do their own will as far as their fellow- 
men will allow them to do so. But the man who is re- 
generate, as the man Adam was before the fall, does 
the will of God. 

This is the heart of the commandments later revealed 
in code form to Moses at Mount Sinai. At that time 
the whole law—the Law of the Lord—was given to be- 
come the basis of the constitution of the Kingdom of 
God upon earth. This is the law ratified by Jesus 
Christ in the Sermon on the Mount. It is the essential 
meaning of the prayer taught us by our Lord: “Thy 
Kingdom come. Thy will be done in earth, as it is in 
heaven.” 

The ability to comprehend and do the will of God 
distinguishes the man created in the image and like- 
ness of God from all other creatures brought into being 
by God. 


Temptation, Sin and Death 


Then came the dawn of moral consciousness and 
spiritual duty. Following this in swift succession: the 
fall under the stress of temptation; the judgment of 
tempter and tempted; the promise of redemption and 
deliverance; the penalty imposed; the expulsion from 
the garden; the sentence of death as a temporary mea- 
sure of mercy. All this is contained in one short chapter 
—Genesis three. What brevity and yet what complete- 
ness! 

These short sentences tell the whole history of a 
phase of human existence. How long no man may say. 
The life of man prior to the fall was deathless and 
therefore probably did not number days or years. But 
from the moment the sentence of death was pro- 
nounced upon Adam, time became the measure of his 
life and so was carefully counted to the end. 


A Tragic Chapter 
Chapter four gives us the most tragic chapter of 
world history subsequent to the fall of man. It is the 
story of the birth of the first-born sons of the Adamic 
race; the institution of sacrificial worship foreshadow- 
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ing the promised atonement for sin; the schism of Cain, 
who offered bloodless sacrifices; the murder of Abel, 
the protomartyr; the judgment upon Cain; the final 
defection of Cain expressed in the following words: 
“Cain went out from the presence of the Lord” (Gen. 
4:16). 

It follows the generations of Cain far enough to show 
that Lamech boasted of murder, “I have slain a man 
to my wounding, and a young man to my hurt,” to- 
gether with his proclamation of revenge as a prin- 
ciple of action, “If Cain shall be avenged sevenfold, 
truly Lamech seventy and sevenfold” (Gen. 4: 23-24). 

Here begins one of the great eliminations from the 
Bible. Never again is the name Jehovah mentioned in 
relation to Cain; and except as they impinge upon the 
history of the appointed seed, the Cain descent has 
henceforth no place in the Bible story. They have no 
part in working out the redemption and the atone- 
ment; therefore, they are not carried forward in the 
histories of the Bible. Neither Cain nor his seed are 
in the “appointed” line. Just twenty-four short verses 
of chapter four tell the whole of this tragic story. 


A New Line of Descent 


Now begins a new line of descent and how simple 
the story is. The last two verses of chapter four in- 
troduce the theme: 


“And Adam knew his wife again; and she bare a son, and 
called his name Seth: for God, said she, hath appointed 
me another seed instead of Abel, whom Cain slew. And 
to Seth, to him also there was born a son; and he called his 
name Enos: then began men to call upon the name of the 
Lord [marginal rendering: call themselves by the name of 
Jehovah].” (Gen. 4: 25-26.) 


The theme is the creation of Adam and Eve in the 
likeness of God and the birth to them of a son after 
their likeness, whose name was Seth; that is to say, the 
appointed seed or progenitor of the chosen race. What 
a wonderful story might have been written of the de- 
velopment of Cain and his seed under the guiding 
hand of Jehovah had Cain, by repentance and faith, 
returned to his God. But Cain went out, as far as this 
Book is concerned, forever. 

Therefore, we have a new beginning of the appoint- 
ed seed after the slaying of Abel. What a thin red line 
it is: God, Adam, Seth, Noah, Shem, Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob—Israel. Think of the teeming world filled with 
interesting things of which the Author of the Bible 
might have caused a record to be preserved. Yet ex- 
amine the few sentences in chapter five, howbeit full 
of meaning, in which the racial, moral and spiritual 
facts of the early ages of the race are recorded. 


The Deluge 


Then only a few terse words at the commencement 
of chapter six define and describe with terrible clarity 
the spiritual declension of the race and the resultant 
tragedy of the Deluge. How clear it is made that the 
whole world had corrupted itself. This is too frequently 
considered to be in the matter of morality and spiritu- 
ality only. But should not the physical aspect also be 
understood? Was not the entire earth victimized by 
that deadly brood of diseases which flow from a 
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venereal beginning? Is it not to be realized that the 
race of men was dying by its own corruption and suf- 
fering horribly in the process? Must we not assume 
that the flood was in the nature of a drastic remedy 
to cut short incurable agony as much as a judgment 
for rebellion? May we not see in it both justice and 
mercy? 
Excluded From the Record 


When the time came for the story of Israel in Pales- 
tine to be written, there were certain Divinely-directed 
exclusions from the record. The Japhetic and Ham 
racial lines had already been eliminated; the des- 
cendants of Ishmael were excluded; later on the des- 
cendants of Esau were also excluded. Further, but 
not for the same reason, there was the exclusion from 
the historical records of all those sections of the Israel 
people who did not, during the generations of the 
national residence of Israel in Palestine, dwell within 
the geographical boundaries of the Promised Land. 

For instance, there was that part of the tribe of 
Judah which descended from Zarah, who left the Is- 
rael community in Egypt. They were included in the 
covenants but excluded from the historical narra- 
tive of the Bible. Again, the tribe of Dan marched 
out beyond the boundaries of the land. From the time 
they did so their movements were not recorded in de- 
tail as a part of the records of the people. They were 
still in the covenants, and mentioned in prophecy, 
but were excluded from the historical narrative of 
the Bible. 

Events occurring within the national life of Israel, 
but which had no bearing upon the onward march of 
the Divine purpose in Israel, were excluded. “Are they 
not written in the book of. . . ?” This was the formula 
often used. But the greater majority of related things 
have no mention at all in the Sacred Volume. ° 


Unnecessary Repetitions Eliminated 


Explanations of things which are fully given in the 
later Scriptures are excluded from the earlier Scrip- 
tures. Equally so, explanations which are fully given 
in the early Scriptures are not repeated in the later 
Scriptures. Thus, all unnecessary repetition of doc- 
trines or explanations is avoided in this most remark- 
able Book. 

For example, our Saviour preached the Gospel of the 
Kingdom during all of His ministry. This we find as- 
serted and illustrated in the New Testament Gospels. 
But we do not find an explanation in the New Testa- 
ment of what the Gospel of the Kingdom is. Why? 
Because it is fully explained in the Old Testament. The 
19th and 20th chapters of Exodus, together with fol- 
lowing chapters, give a complete and graphic account 
of the organization of the Kingdom of God upon earth. 
It brings the people of the nation, Jehovah, the God 
and King of the nation, and the law together—the three 
essential elements of the Kingdom. 

All of this comprises the Gospel of the Kingdom 
which Jesus preached, and this is the Kingdom over 
which He will ultimately reign as King of kings and 
Lord of lords. 

The result of the elimination of all matters not hav- 
ing an essential bearing upon the individual and na- 
tional messages of the Gospel secures for us a Bible 
literature which is as compact and usable for the man 
on the street as for the scholar in his library. Every 
historical reference must be correct. Every scientific 
adjustment must be true. Every doctrinal teaching must 
be righteous. But not a single such reference, statement 
or doctrine must be looked for which is not essential 
to the grand plan of the revealed Word. A universal 
literature that can be carried in the businessman’s pock- 
et is the triumph of this Divinely-inspired Book.

selves under this indictment against all Jewry, for they 
necessarily concur that His crucifixion was justifiable. 
There is only one solution for Rabbi Nodel and all of 
Jewry and that is to accept Jesus Christ as the Son of 
God and the Saviour of the world. If they will acknowl- 
edge Jesus Christ as the Messiah and through Him as 
Saviour seek forgiveness, they will find that He is ready 


and willing to forgive, for the prayer Jesus uttered upon 
the cross was in their behalf, “Father, forgive them; for 
they know not what they do” (Luke 23: 34). In this 
way the Rabbi and his people may pass out from under 
the curse, and only in this way can there be unity be- 
tween Christians and Jews under a common Father- 
hood of God, for their brotherhood must be through His 
Son Jesus Christ.

tician moves the nations to their 
foreordained rendezvous with judg- 
ment. 

The British departure from Suez 
removed one of the few remaining 
restraints upon the accelerating tide 
of events. As the pace quickens, 
bewilderment will more and more 
engulf leaders and people alike. 
Steeped in materialism, lulled by 
slanted optimistic news propa- 
ganda, they will find the sudden 
rash of climactic events awesome 
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and appalling. 

Yet there is no confusion for those 
who by diligent application have 
mastered the guidebook to these 
stirring times—the prophecies of the 
Holy Bible.

Q. How do you prove from the Bible 
whether the premillennial or post- 
millennial doctrine concerning the 
return of Jesus Christ to earth is cor- 
rect?

A. According to the Funk & Wag- 
nalls Standard Dictionary, the prin- 
ciple tenet of belief of postmillen- 
nialism is that Christ’s second com- 
ing will follow the millennium. This 
doctrine, the Dictionary asserts, is 
“opposed to premillennialism.” It 
contends that the world will become 
progressively better under the influ- 
ence of Christianity until the world 
becomes prepared and ready to ac- 
cept Christ's reign as King. 

The premillennialists maintain 
that, before the reign of peace will 
be ushered in upon earth, Jesus 
Christ, who is the Prince of Peace, 
must come to establish righteous- 
ness. He is so described in Revela- 
tion 19: 11-16 where it is stated that 
He will return to “judge and make 
war and “smite the nations” and 
“rule them with a rod of iron.” Jesus 
Himself never taught that there 
would be a world-wide conversion 
before His return, but rather that 
His disciples were to be witnesses, 
carrying the Gospel to all races and 
peoples. 

Every age has ended in judgment. 
The very fact that Jesus said that 
“as the days of Noe [Noah] were, 
so shall also the coming of the Son 
of man be” (Matt. 24: 37) com- 
pletely refutes the teaching that the 
world would become increasingly 
better before the Lord could return. 
In using this illustration, Jesus was 
pointing out that evil and corruption 
will increase and the ending of the 
present age will be no different, 
where spiritual degeneration is con- 
cerned, from any other age. 

In His interpretation of the para- 
ble of the wheat and tares (Matt. 
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13: 24-30), Jesus showed it as illus- 
trating the character of the over-all 
period between His first and second 
advents, covering the beginning, the 
progress and the consummation of 
the age. The evil represented by the 
tares grows and matures right up to 
the end of the age when the angels 
are to be sent forth to gather out of 
the Kingdom everything that of- 
fends. Judgment will follow and the 
destruction of all evil, after which 
the righteous shall shine forth as the 
sun, etc. See Behold, He Cometh! 
for further details in regard to this 
order of events.* 

It has been the failure on the part 
of Christian leaders to recognize the 
existence of the Kingdom of God in 
the world today that has caused the 
postmillennialists to be confused as 
to the sequence of coming events. 
While the Kingdom is to awaken to 
the needs of righteousness as a re- 
sult of the pressure of judgment, 
righteousness itself will not be 
wholly established in the earth until 
the Lord returns as King of kings 
and Lord of lords. Only the visible 
advent of Jesus Christ Himself will 
establish the millennial rule of right- 
eousness. 

Turning to the Old Testament, we 
find the same order presented as set 
forth in the New, but in relation to 
the Kingdom. For instance, Isaiah 
60: 1 calls upon the Kingdom people 
to “Arise, shine; for thy light is come, 
and the glory of the Lord is risen 
upon thee.” 

But note that Isaiah 59: 20 clearly 
indicates that his call to respond is 
preceded by the comment that the 
Redeemer shall come to Zion and 
unto them who turn from transgres- 
sion in Jacob. Also, Ezekiel clearly 
sets forth the fact of the return of 
the glory of the Lord to His people

in terms denoting the second advent 


_ of Jesus Christ: 


“And, behold, the glory of the God 
of Israel came from the way of the 
east: and his voice was like a noise of 
many waters: and the earth shined with 
his glory.” (Ez. 43: 2.) 

Jesus further stated that “as the 
lightning cometh out of the east, and 
shineth even unto the west; so shall 
also the coming of the Son of man 
be” (Matt. 24: 27). John described 
the voice of Him who is to come “as 
the sound of many waters” (Rev. 1: 
15). The shining glory of Ezekiel 
43: 2 is referred to in the New Testa- 
ment as the brightness of His coming 
(II Thess. 2: 8). In Matthew 24: 30 
the sign of the Son of man is the out- 
shining of His glory, the same glory 
which will be the brightness of His 
coming. 

There is no Biblical evidence 
whatever to substantiate the position 
of the postmillennialists for, when 
properly understood in the light of 
the context and related Scriptural 
texts, it will be comprehended that 
Jesus Christ Himself will return to 
establish His millennial rule. 


QO. I cannot reconcile the idea that 
I am Hebrew, or rather that Israel 
is Hebrew, with Acts 15: 14 and 16. 
Please set me straight, for it appears 
from this statement that the House 
of David is from the Gentiles.

A. First, it is important to recognize 
that there are a number of Hebrew 
and Greek words translated “Gen- 
tile.” In John 7: 35 the word “Gen- 
tile” refers to the people of Greece, 
or the Greeks. The word translated 
“Gentile” in Acts 15: 14 is the Greek 
word ethnos and it means “nations” 
without necessarily defining the na- 
tionality of the nations concerned. 
The same word is used in Romans 
11: 25 in which it is stated: “Blind- 
ness in part is happened to Israel, 
until the fulness of the Gentiles be 
come in.” This is better translated 
“the fulness of the nations be come 
in,” which immediately brings to 
mind Jacob's blessing given to 
Ephraim and Manasseh in the prom- 
ise that they were to become a 
“multitude of nations,”—“multitude” 
meaning “fullness” (Gen. 48: 19). It 
is to this promise that the writer of 
Romans was referring; that Israel 
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would be blind until the time came 
when the fulfillment of the blessing 
pronounced by Jacob would become 
a reality; that is, the descendants of 
Ephraim and Manasseh would be- 
come a “fullness” of nations. 

In 721 B.c. the people of the House 
of Israel (the northern ten-tribed 
kingdom) were driven out of their 
own land and taken into Assyrian 
Captivity. Later on they escaped 
from the lands of their Gentile cap- 
tors, migrated westward and were 
“lost” among the nations. 

Turning to the 15th chapter of 
Acts, the third verse of this chapter 
refers to the conversion of the na- 
tions (Gentiles); that is, the people 
apart from the Jews. The reference 
here is to the events set forth in 
Acts, chapters 10 and 11. The 15th 
chapter deals with the controversy 
that had arisen over compelling 
these converts from nations apart 
from the Jews to comply with the 
ritual of circumcision and conform 
with the law as carried out by the 
Jews. 

In Romans 2: 29 Paul points out 
that Christian circumcision is that 
of the heart, in the spirit and not in 
the letter. This is also confirmed as 
the type of circumcision that modern 
Israel would be practising, the peo- 
ple who are the nations apart from 
the Jews, as set forth by Moses, who 
declared that, after their captivity, 
“the Lord thy God will circumcise 
thine heart, and the heart of thy 
seed, to love the Lord thy God with 
all thine heart, and with all thy soul, 
that thou mayest live” ( Deut. 30: 6). 
Here we have Moses defining Chris- 
tian circumcision as the mark by 
which God’s people Israel would be 
known in the latter days. 

When Jesus commissioned His dis- 
ciples to take the Gospel of the 
Kingdom, He told them they were 
to go unto the lost sheep of the 
House of Israel (Matthew 10: 6). 
Many of the descendants of the 
House of Israel, apart from the Jews, 
were scattered throughout Asia Mi- 
nor and were already moving west- 
ward toward the appointed place. 
It was to these people, called “na- 
tions” or “Gentiles” in the New Tes- 
tament, that the apostles carried the 
message of the knowledge of their 
redemption, as well as the Gospel 
of salvation. In fulfillment of Jere- 
miah 16: 16 the disciples were made 
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fishers of men and were to fish for 
them among the nations. James, in 
Acts 15, refers to this fact, for as the 
Prophet Hosea had declared, in the 
place where it would be said unto 
them—that is, to the descendants of 
the House of Israel—that they were 
not God's people, there it would be 
said unto them that they are the 
sons of the living God (Hosea 1: 10). 

The reference to building the ta- 
bernacle of David is taken from the 
Prophet Amos and definitely proves 
this message is addressed to the 
descendents of David. Turning to 
Amos 9, the 8th verse, we have a 
description of the destruction that 
befell God’s people for their sins 
and the promise that the House of 
Israel would not be utterly de- 
stroyed. The ninth verse confirms 
this, for God declared: 

“For, lo, I will command, and I will 
sift the house of Israel among all na- 
tions, like as corn is sifted in a sieve, 
yet shall not the least grain fall upon 
the earth.” 

The disciples were commissioned 
and sent to the nations to call this 
same people back to the Lord. When 
this would become an accomplished 
fact, Amos declares: 

“In that day will I raise up the taber- 
nacle of David that is fallen, and close 
up the breaches thereof; and I will raise 
up his ruins, and I will build it as in 
the days of old.” (Amos 9: 11.) 

The result would be the fulfill- 
ment of the promise in the 14th 
verse: “And I will bring again the 
captivity of my people of Israel”— 
a fact that has become a reality in 
the history of the Anglo-Saxon peo- 
ples. They have today become the 
fullness of the nations in fulfillment 
of the promise made through the 
blessing of Jacob, and a Christian 
people as set forth by Hosea, having 
been called out from among the na- 
tions as they gathered into the isles 
north and west of Palestine. This is 
the place that was appointed for His 
people Israel according to Nathan 
the Prophet (II Samuel 10) where, 
according to Isaiah 41: 1, the people 
were to renew their strength. There 
they were to look to Abraham their 
father and recognize their identity 
(see Isaiah 51: 1-2). The throne of 
David established in their midst ful- 
fills the prediction of Amos cited in 
Acts as the building again of the 
tabernacle of David. Study in

Q. Who is the “son of perdition” 
spoken of in II Thessalonians 2: 3-4?

A. There are two distinct evil per- 
sonalities, or influences, revealed by 
Paul in this second chapter of II 
Thessalonians. One is “the son of 
perdition”; the other is designated as 
one “whose coming is after the work- 
ing of Satan.” The first, “the son of 
perdition,” is to exalt himself above 
God; that is, become an object of 
worship and pretend to sit as God, 
the mystery of which Paul declared 
was already working in his day. This 
was so, for the very forces which 
were to bring into being the papal 
church, with its ritualisms, dogmas, 
priests, bishops, and finally the Pope 
himself, were already taking shape, 
but it was prevented from assuming 
the power it was destined to wield 
until the governmental authority of 
Imperial Rome, which was holding 


it in check, was removed. With the 


passing of Pagan Imperial Rome 
came the rise of Papal Rome, thus 
revealing “the son of perdition.” 

The whole ecclesiastical hierarchy 
of Popery will be destroyed in the 
“brightness of His coming.” When 
the Sign of the Son of Man appears 
in heaven, the rituals and ceremonies 
which have been spiritual fetters 
upon so many will fall away before 
the light of Scriptural truth which 
will be revealed in that day. 

The second, whose coming is “af- 
ter the working of Satan,” indicates 
the rise to power of evil so malig- 
nant that it will deceive multitudes. 
Because the Smith and Goodspeed 
translation makes the distinction be- 
tween the two influences Paul was 
commenting upon so clear, we quote 
from that rendering as follows: 


“As to the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, brothers, and our assembling to 
meet him, we beg you not to let your 
minds be too easily unsettled, or 
wrought up, by any message of the 
Spirit or any utterance or letter pur- 
porting to be from me, to the effect 
that the Day of the Lord has already 
come. You must not let anyone deceive 
you at all. For that is not until the re-

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bellion takes place and the embodiment 
of disobedience makes his appearance 
—he who is doomed to destruction, the 
adversary of every being that is called 
a god or an object of worship, and so 
overbearing toward them as to enter 
God’s sanctuary and take his seat there, 
proclaiming himself to be God—do you 
not remember that when I was with 
you, I used to tell you this? 

“So now you know what it is that is 
holding him back from making his ap- 
pearance before the appointed time ar- 
rives. For disobedience is already se- 
cretly at work, but only until he who 
is now holding it in check is gotten out 
of the way. Then the embodiment of 
disobedience will make his appearance, 
and the Lord Jesus will destroy him 
with the breath of his mouth and an- 
nihilate him by his appearance and ar- 
rival. 

“The other’s appearance, by the con- 
trivance of Satan, will be full of power 
and pretended signs and wonders, and 
full of wicked deception for men who 
are going to destruction, because they 
refused to love the truth and be saved. 
This is why God sends upon them a 
misleading influence, to make them be- 
lieve what is false, so that all who have 
refused to believe the truth but have 
preferred disobedience may be con- 
demned.” (II Thess. 2: 1-12, Smith & 


Goodspeed Trans.) 


What Paul states here about “the 
other's appearance” is a whollv apt 
description of the ideology of Com- 
munism and its works. Because those 
who adhere to this system permit 
themselves to become ensnared into 
paying homage to its tenets of belief 
based upon the doctrines of Karl 
Marx, regardless of the patent evi- 
dences of evil, Paul declares that the 
power of Satan is back of this entire 
movement. One of its outstanding 
characteristics is deception, which 
Paul labels “lying wonders.” Because 
many prefer to follow the devilish 
doctrines of Communism rather than 
turn to the Lord, Paul states that 
their deception is Divinely permitted 
“because they receive not the love of 
the truth . . . that they should be- 
lieve a lie” (II Thess. 2: 10-11).

of the emotions which are recog- 
nized as belonging to the human 
race. But why expect the human race 
alone to possess such emotions? Did 
not God make man in His own 
image? Is that image or likeness con- 
fined to only a few basic character- 
istics or does it include the multi- 
plicity of likenesses which will be 
manifested in their fullness when 
the human race is redeemed? 

Love is one of the outstanding at- 
tributes of God, but God also is 
spoken of as being capable of hatred, 
for He hates evil. He is referred to 
as working and striving, planning 
and creating and to man He has 
given all of these propensities. Of all 
His created beings upon earth the 
human race alone is capable of delv- 
ing into the secrets of heaven and 
earth and working out such formulas 
as those which have enabled man to 
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unlock the force sealed in the atom. 

The emotion of jealousy has both 
a good and an evil aspect. In the 
sense that it represents distrust, sus- 
picion and envy, it is not an attribute 
of God but of the corruption and 
degradation of this emotion on the 
part of mankind. But jealousy also 
denotes exacting exclusive devotion 
and therefore intolerance of rivalry. 
It is in this sense that God is a jeal- 
ous God, requiring that His follow- 
ers be completely and exclusively 
devoted to Him. He will brook no 
rivalry through idolatry in any form. 
Actually God shows in this most ex- 
pressive manner His love for His 
people, requiring a response and de- 
votion to Him so that, because of 
their fidelity to Him, He may reward 
them with an affection that will re- 
sult in complete and unlimited hap- 
piness for all.

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mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms “‘Israel,”’ 
‘“‘Judah”’ and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: ‘‘The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them."’ 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks’’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination.
